Germany was authoritatively re- 
ported to have offered to nego- 
tiate peace in the far eastern con- 
flict. Early last month China re- 
plied .to a similar report with a 
statement she would consider no 
exclusive negotiations with Japan 
until every possibility of 
inter- 
national-intervention was exhaust- 
ed and every collective peace ef- 
fort had , failed.

tered up with timbers and* yokes 
and plows. The workman sat on 
tho floor and held the timbers 
on which ho worked between his 
feet.

lege. 


Tho colonies are weakest dur- 


ing these months as there are no 
voting queens and 
only 
§mall 


l>roodn nro being produced, Rep- 
pert said. Control l« accomplished 
by pouring a tub of water Into 
one of the numerous holes above 
the town and by adding a quart 
of carbon cllmilphlde, or "hlghllfe," 
to the last gallon or 
two 
of 


water. When the holes arc stop- 
ped up, the ants are killed by 
fumes of the "hlghllfo." 


'We hear so much about grass- 


hoppers that we pay little atten- 
tion to cut ants, but they do a

FROST KILLED FEED 


DECLARED SUITABLE 


FILL TRENCH SILOS 


COLLEGE STATION, Dee. 2.— 


(Spl.)—Reports that largo areas 
of late feed crops wore damaged 
by recent frosts have prompted 
E. R. Eudaly, dairyman of the ex- 
tension service division of Texas 
A. and M. College, to 
remind 


county 
agricultural agents 
that 


frost 
killed feed Is suitable for 


filling trench silos. 


Recent experiments have shown 


that frost killed feed, which Is 
virtually without market 
value, 


makes excellent silage, Mr. Eudaly 
said. "Thousands of tons of frost 
damaged 
feed 
wore 
placed 
In 


trench silos last year," he added. 
"This feed kept well and cattle 
were fed as much as 50 pounds 
a day without ill effects. 


"Texas farmers can save thou- 


sands of dollars by filling trench 
silos with feed damaged by the 
recent freezes," he continued. 


It usually is well to let the 


food stand for about three days 
before cutting, according to M>\ 
Eudaly, and tests 
have 
shown 


feed can be Raved by the trench 
silo method as long as two or 
three weeks after It Is killed by 
frost. More water Is required for 
this type of feed than Is usual, 
Mr. Eudaly added.

PLENTY AND SCARCITY 


"The smallness of our na- 


tional production today is a 
national disgrace, a wicked 
disobedience to the ancient 
injunction to increase and 
multiply, a miserable fail- 
ure to function as the intel- 
ligent, creative animals we 
pride ourselves on being," 
declares Henry R. Luce, 
publisher of the news-majr- 
azine Time. 


Quite so! Nearly all of 


us, even in a country that 
is more plentifully supplied 
with necessaries and com- 
forts than any other in the 
world, can see that, with 
our natural reesources, skill 
and intelligence we should 
be able to produce and dis- 
tribute far more than we 
do, and raise our own aver- 
age scale of living far high- 
er. 


Then why don't we do it, 


under this or any other na- 
tional adminisration we are 
likely to have in the near fu- 
ture? Why don't we have 
abundance instead of scar- 
city, when nearly all of us 
want abundance? 


Can it be because scarcity 


—comparative 
scarcity—is 


unavoidable in the political 
and 
economic 


which we are 
Let's see. 


We 
believe 


captalism or free enterprise, 
producing 
and s e l l i n g 


goods 
and service for a 


profit. The profit 
is 
the 


of 
the 
system. It 


to require sustained 


prices, or prices fallin'g very 
slowly. The bigger business 
gets, and the more capital 
there is invested, the more 
profit is required for inter- 
est and dividends. And to 
produce these profits, the 
prices are naturally kept as 
high 
as the market will 


bear. For that purpose, pro- 
uction of goods is held down 
to the market's current con- 
suming power. 


This limited 
production 


seems to be a defect of our 
capitalistic system. But we 
endure it because we prefer 
this system, and stick to it, 
in order to keep our busi- 
ness and people as free as 
possible. And on the whole, 
it has worked well, though 
getting 
apparently 
into 


more difficulties lately. 


We might, theoretically, 


have more abundance by 
going socialist, and running 
our industry and agriculture 
wichj open, producing and 
distributing everything free. 
But we don't know whether 
that system 
would work. 


And even if it did, we would 
run into the regimentation,

The opinion, written by Judge 
J. E. Hickman of the commission

CHARGES FORD CO. 


UNFAIR LABOR PRACTICES 


ALLEGED IN COMPLAINT 


IN ST. LOUIS 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 1.—(XP)—The 


National labor relations board Is- 
sued a complaint today charging 
tho Ford Motor Company with un- 
fair labor practices In Its St. Louis 
assembly plant. 
A hearing was' 
set for Dec. 16. 


Charges against 
the 
company 


were filed with tho board Oct. 25 
hy the United Automobile Work- 
ers of America, which called 
a 


strike at the plant a week ago, 
alleging discrimination against Its 
members. 


Milton N. Johnson, plant mana- 


ger, specifically 
denied each of 


tho union's charges. 


The complaint alleged that the 


company has "Intcrferred with, re- 


strained and coerced Its employe* 
in the exercise of their right to 
self-organization" 
by: 


1. Threatening to discharge em- 
ployes who wore union buttons In 
the plant or displayed other evi- 
dence of union membership. 


2. Threatening to discharge em- 
ployes who refused to sign a state- 
ment that they were satisfied with 
working conditions and tho com- 
pany's labor policy. 


3. Preparing and 
disseminating 


"loyalty pledges" and urging and 
compelling employes to sign them. 


4. Threatening to close the plant 


and move it to another city unless 
employes halted labor activity and 
dropped any union affiliations. 
5. Keeping all union and organ- 


izational activities under "strict 
surveillance." 


6. Employing armed guards for 


thelntlmldation of employes seek- 
ing to eercise the rights of self- 
organization. 


7. Distributing anti-union propa- 
ganda and fostering and financing 
the "Ford Service Workers" and 
the "Ford Loyalty Group." 


8. Laying off and refusing to re- 


hire certain workers 
because of 
their union membership.
